But the Primitive Intention in granting Licenſes being 
no peryerted, and all forts of People Admitted to this Priviledge, it is but reaſon the 
Publick ſhould have ſome Advantage by the Priviledges it grants, eſpecialy, ſince Selling the

This Fund being Certain, Sufficient, eaſily Collected and no ways Grevious, may when the 
Parliament thinks fit, ſerve in the room of the Land Tax, which hath Ruig'd all Gentlemen of 
500 J. per. Annum, in the Kingdom that had no other Dependancie.
